DEVICE TRANSMITS SOUND 
THROUGH BONES OF HEAD | 


Invention to Help Deaf Is Shown 
to National Academy of 
Sciences. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—A de- 
vice to help the deaf to hear was) 
shown today before the National! 
Academy of Sciences. 

It changes sound waves into vi- 
brations which in normal persons 
are produced by three small bones 
of the middle ear. These vibra- 
tions, of changing wave length and 
power, act on the fluid of the in- 
ner ear, which in turn actuates the 
nerves of hearing. 

The device, developed by Dr. 
Frederick Bedell of Cornell Uni- 
versity, changes sound into the spe- 
cial vibrations artificially and senda 
the... to the inner ear by way of 
the bones of the head. 

Four-fifths of all deafness, said 
Bedell, occurs in the middle ear. 

The device is a box weighing sev- 
eral pounds. The user turns a dial 
to translate sound into the fre- 
quency best for his. particular 
needs. The vibrations then are 
transmitted to the user’s head 
through a flexible tube, the end of 
which can be held in the teeth or 
against the cheek or forehead. The 
device can be attached to a radio 
or phonograph or to a microphone 
for direct conversation. Dr. Bedell 
said persons deaf for years had 
been enabled to hear with the de- 
vice.

Authorize Call for Strike 
Ballot if P. S. Co. Con- 
tinues to Refuse to With- 
draw Order. 


AGREE TO WAIVE 
WAGE GUARANTEE 


‘‘Incensed” by Company’s 
Demand, Following Their 
Acceptance of Like Re- 
duction Last October. 


Union street car men, at meet- 


‘ings yesterday morning and eve- 


ning, voted unanimously to reject 
the 10 per cent wage cut which the 
Public Service Co. proposes to put 
into effect June 1. 

The men, meeting in two groups 
of about 1500 each, authorized offi- 
cers of the union to call for a strike 
if the company could not 


wage reduction. 

The working agreement between 
company and union expires May 20. 
It is expected the date for the 


‘strike ballot will be announced at 


the next reguiar union meeting, 


if the company shows no 
inclination to withdraw its notice. 
Men Heady to Strike. 

After last night’s meeting union 
officers issued this statement: 

“The men are very much in- 
censed by the demand for a second 
10 per cent wage cut, after accept- 
ing a reduction last October. In 
spite of unsatisfactory economic 
conditions and unemployment, they 
are prepared to take an uncompro- 
mising stand rather than accept a 
cut. Unless the company withdraws 
its notice, all indications point to 
a strike. 

In voting to reject the proposed 
wage reduction, the carmen con- 
curred in the recommendation of 
the union executive board. In the 
event of a strike vote, the men 
will cast secret ballots on the ques- 
tion of giving their officers author- 
ity to call on them to walk out. 
It will also be necessary to ob- 
tain the approval of the interna- 
tional union to the strike in order 
to arrange for strike benefits, 

Arbitration Last Time. 


In the wage dispute last year 
the men voted to strike, but before 
the day set an agreement to arbi- 
trate was arranged by Acting May- 
or Neun. The arbitration went 
against the street car men by a 
vote of 2 to 1, former Mayor Kiel, 
the union’s arbitrator, presenting 
a minority opinion. 

In reply to a request that the

| Stanley 


Clarke, president of 
the Public Service Co., last Satur- 
day informed union leaders that 


| the company could not accede to 
ithe request. 


Clark also wrote that 
he did not believe that a discussion 
of statements made in the with- 
drawal request would aid the situ- 
ation. Union leaders, however, 
probably will make a second  re- 
quest for a conference on the ques- 
tion before calling for a strike bal- 
lot. 

In a radio address last night a 
spokesman for the company said 
the proposed wage reduction was 
an absolute necessity. 

“The plain and simple fact,” he 
said, “is that unless our incorme 
equals outgo, the transportation 
company will have to go out of 
business.”” He said a deficit was in- 
curred last year and that indica- 
tions were the company’s revenue 
would be about $2,000,000 less this 
year. 

Pay Guarantee Waived. 

Last year’s 10 per cent reduction 
cut the average annual earnings of 
Street car men from 41650 to 
$1485. If wages are again reduced 
10 per cent, the average annual in- 
come of car operators will be 
about $1337. 

The men also voted yesterday in 
favor of waiving the $100 monthly 
minimum wage guarantee for the 
month of May for 300 extra men, 
to prevent further unemployment. 
Clarke, in his letter Saturday, said 
that, unless this were done, it 
would be necessary to lay off a 
large number of extra men May 1.

Official Tells Commons Specu- 
lators Regard London as 
City to Loot. 


By the Associated ress, 
LONDON, April 26.—The House 


of Commons agreed last night to a 
financial r.solution authorizing the} 
establishment of a foreign exchange 
equa'‘zation account. 

In the absence of Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Chamberlain, who 
was suffering from gout, Maj. Wal- 
ter Elliot, financial secretary to 
the Treasury, described the pro- 
posed fund as a “mass of man- 
euver” which would enable Great 
Britain to counteract t’ \ effects of 
sudden movements of capital. 

He declined to define the Gov- 
ernment’s aims’ regarding the rate 
of exchange for the pound. 
added: 

“The whispering galleries of the) 
world are ringing with rumors, and 
speculators of the world, who have 
looted and plundered so many 
other countries, now look at Lon- 
don and say, ‘Whata city to loot.’ ” 

The House agreed to the resolu- 
tion, which would authorize the es- 
tablishment of a fund of £150,000,- 
000 or approximately $750,000,000 
at par, and about $564,000,000 at 
the current rate of exchange. 


KING C. GILLETTE SUES 
TO BREAK $8,000,000 TRUST 


Razor Manufacturer Charges Mis- 
management of Fund He Created 
for Own Benefit. 

By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 26.— 
Suit to break an $8,000,000 trust 
created several years ago by King 
C. Gillctte, safety tazor manufac- 
turer, and his wife, Alanta King. 
for the benefit of themselves and 
their relatives, was filed today by 
Gillette against Walter S. Hilborn, 
New York attorney, and his wife, 
Aimee G. Hilborn. 

Gillette charged Hilborn, as a 
trustee, had so mismanaged _ the 
property that it had deteriorated 
nearly $1,000,000 and failed to 
show a net profit. Hilborn, through 
misuse of Gillette's confidence in- 
duced the razor magnate to alter 
the tr-:t agreement, Gillette’s suit 
charged, to read that, if the Gil- 
lettes broke the trust, it would pay 
Hilborn $12,000 annually for life 
and $12,000 yearly to Mrs. Hilborn 
if she outlived her husband. 

Gillette asked for an accounting 
from Hilborn, cancellation of the 
trust agreement and appointment 
of a receiver to handle the prop- 
erty, including real estate and se- 
curities, pendin- trial. 


‘HARLEM POLICY KING’ GETS 
THREE YEARS AS TAX DODGER 


Henry Miro Convicted on _ Six 
Counts; Fined $15,000 by Federal 
Court.

NEW YORK, April 26.—After 
deliberating about nine hours, a 
Federal jury \Wst night convicted 
Henry Miro, ‘“‘Harlem policy king,” 
on all six counts of an income tax 
indictment. 

Varying the usual procedure, 
Judge Alfred C. Coxe Jr., imme- 
diately passed sentences aggregat- 
ing three years in Atlanta prison 
and assessed a fine of $15,000. 

The fine was under three counts 
charging failure to file returns in 
1928, 1929 and 1930, during which 
years the Government offered evi- 
dence to show Miro banked $1,094,- 
000. Three other counts charged 
he wilfully failed to file the re- 
turns. One juror recommended 
mercy.

FOR ISLAND UNIVERSE THEORY 


Mount Wilson Astronomer Tells of 
Discovery of Globular 
Star Clusters.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—New- 
ly discovered objects in space, 
thought to be evidence that there 
are many universes in the great 
reaches of the heavens were de- 
scribed today by Dr, Edwin Hub- 
ble of Mount Wilson observatory, 
Cal., before the National Academy 
of Sciences. 

The objects, apparently globular 
star clusters like those in the star- 
system to which the earth belongs, 
are near the great Andromeda 
nebula. They indicate that the 
nebula, a giant star-cloud whose 
light takes 800,000 years to reach 
the earth, is an island universe.

out, perpetrated his most famous 
prank. 

On that occasion he had engraved | 
invitations sent to many of aed 
York’s “four hundred” bidding) 
them to attend a reception at his 
Long Island home for the Prince of 
Wales. 

Address a Vacant Lot. 

Many persons in furs and silks | 
and evening clothes motored out 
and found the address was a vacant 
lot, 

On other occasions Ferguson had 
been Prince Michael Alexandro- 
vitch, Lord Wallingford and Prince 
Alexander. Under those names he 
had been thrown in jail and caused 
no end of embarrassment for the 
rightful owners of the titles. 

As a stowaway on the Ile de 
France, Romanoff discussed world 
affairs with the first-class passen- 
gers. He made his headquagters in 
the dog kennels on the top deck. 
There he stored his suitcases, his 
variety of costumes and his changes 
of linen. There he slept until he 
thought of a way to get a first- 
class cabin gratis. 

He told a steward on the second 
day out he had lost the key to his 
own cabin, and the obliging attend- 
ant gave him a temporary cabin. 

For days he paced the promenade 
deck in smart attire in the after- 
noon and loitered in the salon in 
his tuxedo in the evening. 

Then he met Edward Cudahy 
Jr., Chicago packer. While chat- 
ting with him about the affairs of 
men and nations, he mentioned 
“my good friend, Capt. Blancart, 
commander of the ship.”’ 

Put in Ship’s Brig. 

That night Cudahy dined at the 
captain’s table and mentioned the 
“close friendship.”” An investiga- 
tion began, and Romanoff went to 
the ship’s brig. 

When the ship decked, he was 
taken to Ellis Island—like any 
other stowaway. 

“If I lose in this fight” he said, 
“T will end it all. It may sound 
melodramatic, but I mean it.” 

He admitted during the examina- 
tion that he was persona non grata 
in France and that he had no pa- 
pers to prove his contention he was 
born in New York in 1895. He 
said he served with the British 
army during the World War and 
returned here after the armistice 
when he did not need a passport. 

He attended Harvard University 
for a time, he continued, and once 
was a technical film director in 
Hollywood. He parried all ques- 
tion as to his supposed relationship 
with the Russian royal family.

FIVE KILLED, THRREE HURT

HONOLULU, April 26.—Convic- 
tion of Lieut, Thomas H. Massie, 
Mrs. Granville Fortescue and two 
navy enlisted men for the killing 
of Joseph Kahahawai was asked 
today by Barry 8. Ulrich, associate 
prosecutor, in the final arguments 
before the racially mixed jury. 

The penalty on conviction of sec- 
ond degree murder, on which they 
were tried, is 20 years to life im- 
prisonment. 

Ulrich began his address a little 
after 9 o'clock. The crowd, which 
had sat up all night and fought 
mosquitoes in order to be sure of 
spectators’ seats, was disappointed 
when it learned that Clarence Dar- 
row, veteran defense attorney, 
would not make his plea until to- 
morrow. 

George S. Leisure, Darrow’s as- 
sociate, will follow Ulrich in ad- 
dressing the jury. 

Parents of Victim Present. 

Most of the spectators were white 
women. In the front row was Jo- 
seph Kahahawai, futher of the 
slain native, who, according to de- 
fense testimony, was killed by 
lieut, Massie in Mrs. Fortescue’s 
home after admitting taking part 
in a criminal attack on Mrs. Thalia 
Massie; wife of the naval officer. 

Darrow was in high spirits. He 
said his address to the jury would 
require about three hours. When 
he entered the court he shook 
hands with Massie, Mrs. Fortescue, 
EK. J. Lord and Albert O. Jones, the 
defendants. 

Mrs. Esther Anito, mother of the 
slain athlete, entered and sat by 
the elder Kahahawai, from whom 
she is divorced. They sat in the 


‘game row of seats with the four 


persons accused of killing their son. 

Ulrich’s first remark to the jury 
was that all Hawaii was on trial in 
this case. He reminded the 12 men 
om self-government in the terri- 
tory was being questioned and said 
the high feeling over the case did 
not come with an appeal of hate. 

Urges Upholding of Law. 

“The young woman . who came 
here,” he said, referring to Mrs. 
Massie, “ard het husband and 
mother (Mrs. Fortescue$ have suf- 
fered a great deal. We don’t want 
to minimize their suffering, but it 
should not cause you to depart 
from the path of your duty. You 
cannot allow yourselves to follow 
your feelings.”’ 

Turning to the law governing the 
case, Ulrich said- one of these 
statutes overshadowed all others. 
He asserted the Court would in- 
struct that “no man can take the 
law in to his own hands, and the 
alleged fact that the deceased as- 
saulted the wife of one of the de- 
fendants furnished no defense for 
any of the defendants.” 

Ulrich said the jury would be 
asked to believe that the defend- 
ants were following a foreordained 
fate over which they had no con- 
trol, 

Attacks Insanity Plea, 

Touching on the insanity plea 
set up in behalf of Lieut. Massie, 
Ulrich said the Court would instruct 
that a man must be insane through- 
out the time the crime was planned 
and committed if such a plea were 
to be considered. Massie had testi- 
fied his mind went blank when he 
heard Kahahawai confess the at- 
tack and did not regain his senses 
until after his arrest two hours or 
so later. 

John C. Kelley, Public Prosecu- 
tor, seeks to convince the jury that 
Lieut. Massie was rational when he 
shot Kahahawai and that the other 
défendants likewise are responsi- 
ble for the law.

name he gave to the committee in 
confidence, 

Asked if Plummer were still op- 
erating, he replied: “No. I¢ he 
were, I never would have got these 
papers.” 

In reply to questions, La Guar- 
dia saié that Plummer was now 
under indictment in New York. 
Plummer’s story, La Guardia said, 
was that he had to play the role of 
a criminal while getting material 
for a projected series of articles on 
“The Great American Swindle” and 
in so doing fell afoul of the law. 

Asked whether he had any inside 
information about the great Ana- 
conda pool, mentioned in the testi- 
mony of last week, he replied that 
“the gentleman who promoted that 
deal has not been indicted and 86 
he has not contacted me yet.” 

Attacks Whitney’s Testimony. 

Le Guardia began by attacking 
the recent testimony of Richard 
Whitney, president of the New 
York Stock Exchange, to the effect 
that the exchange had complete 
control over its members, 

He then gave, in such a rapid- 
fire fashion that the committee 
followed him with th: greatest 
difficulty, his testimony about the 
payments to financial writcrs and 
concluded with a general scathing 
indictment of financial houses, in- 
cluding brokers, for the “boosting” 
of stocks without regard to their 
intrinsic value. 

“Shocking as these facts are,” 
he. said, “the same sordid story 
could be told with respect to many 
stocks. The same things were done, 
for example, in boosting the Kreug- 
er stocks. 

“Decent American citizens read 
these boosting articles and be- 
lieved what they were told by so- 
called big bankers and industrial- 
ists. By methods such as these the 
American public was mulcted of 
two billion dollars on South Amer- 
ican bonds, hundreds of millions 
on European bonds, 'to say nothing 
of what they lost on domestic 
trash. 

“Yet the big financial interests 
have the nerve to blame Congress 
for the economic troubles of the 
country!” | 

“Rigging” by Bulls and Bears. 

He was asked whether market 
“rigging” was done by the Bears as 
well as the Bulls. ‘‘Yes,” he re- 
plied, “the same things are done, 
with reverse English.” 

He said that “organized publici- 
ty” had been directed at Congress 
in connection with every piece of 
legislation affecting financial inter- 
ests, and cited a recent letter from 
the Du Pont Co. to its stockholders, 
which he said was filled with mis- 
representation about the works of 
Congress. 

“There has not been one original 
idea, one wholesome suggestion, 
from any banker in the country 
during the depression,” he said. 

He specifically attacked Lee, 
Higginson & Co., for their part in 
floating the Kreuger securities. If 
they had been selling canned beef 
instead of bonds, he _ said, ‘ they 
would now be under indictment. 

He told of the runup in Indian 
Motor Cycle stock—how brokers 
sent out letters urging customers 
to buy, how stories were planted 
about the glowing prospects of the 
company, and how 40,000 shares 
were floated simply on the strength 
of the purchase of the American 
rights in an English invegtion. This 
invention—a new type of motor— 
was not even in the blue print 
stage, La Guardia said, and he be- 
lieved it never did come into pro- 
duction. 

Within a few months, by these 
devices, the stock was boosted from 
about $5 a share to about $17, and 
then it sank back to the original 
figure.

police. - La Guardia said he had 
brought the papers up to the Cap- 
itol without a police escort. 

“T don’t need the police,” he said, 
“when I have the papers in my 
own charge.” 

He took a seat at the committee 
table with the trunk at his feet, 
and a large crowd awaited dis- 
closures expectantly. 

Norbeck, in opening the hearing, 
said that. “certain papers’ which 
had a bearing on the inquiry had 
“fallen .into the hands” of La 
Guardia, 

The explosion of a _ flashlight 
bomb added a further melodra- 
matic touch to the proceedings. 
The photographers were chased out 
of the room. 

La Guardia said he was a mem- 
ber of a subcommittee of the House 
Judiciary Committee which had 
held hearings on stock market 
practices. He said he had heard 
statements from members of the 
exchange that they had nothing to 
do with “ballyhooing” in order to 
boost the price of stocks. - 

Steady Decline Followed. 

Such statements, said the witness, 
were “deliberately false.” False 
information was often put out, he 
said, in an effort to influence stock 
prices. 

He read from a letter sent out 
by Hornblower & Weeks, promi- 
nent brokers of New York and 
Boston, urging “immediate  pur- 
chases.”” This was in March, 1932. 

“The prophecy in this letter was 
not justified,’"” commented the wit- 
ness. “A steady decline followed, 
and later the brokers sent out an- 
other statement with an ‘alibi,’ 
blaming proceedings in Congress 
for the fall. The letter claimed 
that a $3,500,000,000 decline in the 
price of securities was the result 
of the La Guardia tax proposals in 
the House.” 

The letter said, among other 
things, that stockholders in A. T. 
& T., were being “terribly penal- 
ized” by the “La Guardia tax bills.” 

La Guardia asserted that the de- 
cline in April was caused not at 
all by the tax proposals, but obvi- 
ously by the continuance of unsat- 
isfactory business conditions. 

‘Mr. Richard Whitney said,” La 
Guardia went on, “that the com- 
mittee had complete control over 
its members. That is not true, and 
Mr. Whitney knew it was not true 
when he said it.’ 

No Action on Conviction.

Conference Party Goes From 
Richmond, Va., to James- 
town and Williamsburg.

JAMESTOWN, Va., April 26.— 
This island in the James River to- 
day was visited by Governors ney 
meeting in Richmond, 

The tour of colonial shrines, to 
which an entire day was given by 
the National Governors’ Confer- 
ence, included an inspection of the 
restoration activities in Williams- 
burg, financed by John D. Rocke- 
feer Jr., and Washington memorial 
services at the College of William 
and Mary, with President Francis 
P, Gaines of Washington and Lee 
University as principal speaker. 
After luncheon at the college, the 
Governors spent the afternoon in 
an inspection of restored buildings 
in Williamsburg. 

They will return to Richmond to- 
night to be guests of Virginia at 
a formal state dinner at which 
four Governors will speak. Gov. 
Woodring of Kansas will make the 
first address and will bé followed 
by Gov. Gardiner of Maine, Gov. 
Dern of Utah and Gov. Ritchie of 
Maryland. 

More than 20 states’ executives 
made the pilgrimage to Williams- 
burg after spending yesterday aft- 
ernoon and evening at Charlottes- 
ville, where Thomas Jefferson 
founded the University of Virginia, 
and at Ash Lawn, home of Presi- 
dent James Monroe. 

At Monticello, Jefferson’s home 
overlooking Charlottesville, 
Governors were welcomed by Sena- 
tor Key Pittman of Nevada, who 
told them there would be no return 
to prosperity unless the United 
States re-established her foreign 
markets. Claude G.-Bowers, New 
York writer, in a speech at Ash 
Lawn, paid tribute to the memo- 
ries of Monroe and Jefferson. The 
occasion was the dedication of the 
Piccirilli statue of Monroe. 

Gov. White of Ohio and Gov. 
Shafer of North Dakota, who spoke 
at a banquet given by the Char- 
lottesville Chamber of Commerce, 
praised Washington and Jefferson, 
and urged a national return to the 
confidence held a these early 
leaders.

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WORLD FOREIGN TRADE 


This Is Decline in Year as Re- 
ported by Industrial Con- 
ference Board. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW sORK, April 26.—A_ sur- 
vey by the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board discloses that the to- 
tal monetary value of foreign trade 
of 22 leading countries of the world 
declined from $40,685,000,000 in 
1930 to $29,614,000,000 in 1931. 

The report shows that the value 
of exports and imports of the coun- 
tries considered was $18,705,000,- 
000 lower than in 1929, when for- 
eign trade totaled $49,319,000,000. 
The value of commodity exports 
dropped from $19,042,000,000 in 
1930 to $138,843,000,000 in 1931, and 
commodity imports from $21,643,- 
000,000 to $15,771,000,000. 

The conference board finds 
some encouragement in the fact 
that debtor countries have restrict- 
ed imports; and that the gradual 
readjustment of balances may be 
expected to facilitate the movement 
of international funds and assist in 
the recovery of prices. 

“If this adjustment is accompa- 
nied by a return to sound methods 
of public finance,” the report con- 
cludes, “the foundation will be laid 
for economic recovery and for re- 
sumption of international financing, 
which will be required ‘in large 
volume for the development of 
natural resources of the undevel- 
oped parts of the world.”

A receivership, he. said, 
would not benefit stockholders. 

There are between 850 and 900 
stockholders, mostly having small 
investments, and many holders of 
the $400,000 in first mortgage 
ponds and $660,000 in land trust 
certificates.

MAN SOUGHT IN TWO 
ARSON DEATHS CAUGHT 


State Police Nab Show Opera- 
tor Wanted in Ilinois—His 
Child Is Victim.

By the Associated Press: 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 26-— 
Col. Lewis Ellis, Superintendent of 
the Missouri State Highway Pa- 
trol, announced today that John 
(Chief) Moore, 33 years old, want- 
ed in l-ankakee, Iil., for the deaths 
of his infant child and the child's 
nurse in a fire at Herscher, near 
Kankakee, had been arrested at 
Van Buren, Mo., by a member of 


the patrol. 


Ellis said he understood Moore, 
who operated a small road show 
and posed as an Indian chief, also 
was wanted for murder in Ken- 
tucky. Although listed as danger- 


ous and said to have boasted that 
he would never be taken alive, Pa- 
trolman Benjamin F. Graham ar- 
without troublé. 
Moore, Ellis was notified, was not 
armed. 

The highway patrol has been on 
the lookout for Moore for weeks 
and Graham, learning that he was 
in Van Buren, asked the City 
Marshal to have Moore report to 
the Mayor’s office to obtain a li- 
cense for the show. Moore, appar- 
ently suspecting no trouble, went 
to the LZayor’s office and while 
there Patrolman Graham walked in 
on him, 

Ellis recently was requested by 
Illinois authorities to watch fdr 
Moore, after he had been reported 
seen at Mexico, Mo. Later high- 
way patrolmen raided the show at 


Camdenton, but Moore had made 
his escape before they arrived. 

T.. R. Johnson, State’s Attorney 
of Kankakee County, said in a let- 
ter to Col. Ellis: - 

“Have man ‘arrest ‘who 
admitted he set fire to stock of 
goods at Herscher, Hll., for Moore 
in order to enable Moore to collect 
insurance. An infant child of 
Moore’s and a nurse girl were 
burned to death.”

BERLING SAYS SCHOOLS 
HAVE WRONG ATTITUDE 


Not Right to Emphasize Gain- 
ful Side of Life, Super- 
intendent Declares. 


Due to the important part played 


by economics in American jife, the 
schools have emphasized the gain- 
ful side of existence, but this atti- 
tude is wrong, Superintendent Ger- 
ling of the public schools told the 
Ministerial Alliance at the Y. M. 
C. A. yesterday. 

“lf we go into mess production 
in education similar to machine 
products,” te said, “we lose some- 
thing in the process. Human be- 
ings simply don’t have character 
developed that way. 

“Convenience and _ self-interest 
have been emphasized too much in 
modern education. « Rationalizing 
and analysing are the factors em- 
phasiged now, rather than rever- 
ence and respect for authority.: It 
is old-fashioned to moralize, some 
educators say. Nowadays we g0 to 
the movies and see and hear things 
which would have brought the po- 
lice 25 years ago. We accept them 
as a matter of course. I maintain 
that education has had something 
to do with our attitude. 

“Our scientific methods are sup- 
posed to build character, but we 
haven’t seen distinctive results. 
Man has come to think of himself 
as some sort of powerful demi- 
god. He séems rather timid and 
weak in the face of our ‘economic 
catastrophe. This is an age of 
highly specialized sidestepping and 
buckpassing. Children are matur- 
ing without any respect for the 
processes of society. We do not de- 
velop in them the stamina which 
enables them to stand up irrespec- 
tive of prosperity or depression. 

“The absence of emphasis upon 
moral education encourages law 
violation. Some modern teaching 
methods favor mass education, 
which is the same sort of thing as 
mass occupation; it favors the in- 
dustrial system. The education of 
every age reflects the spirit of the 
age. For example, when the Han- 
seatic League dominated European 
schools, education merely turned 
out good shipping clerks. 

“Our schools are in a more diffi- 
cult position than for many years. 
The demand is to operate with un- 
considered reductions of funds. [f 
support is withdrawn from the pub- 
lic schools within the next few 
years as it has been during the past 
few, education will go back to 
where it was two generations ago. 
If one points out that the $1,800,- 
(000 a year reduction in school 1n- 
come here is one-seventh of the to- 
tal revenue, and that it is impos- 
sible to operate as we have been 
on the remainder, one simply isn't 
heard.”’ 

Supt. Gerling expressed approval 
of vocational training, but advocat- 
ed that it. be conducted as econom- 
ically as possible. He took issue 
with a tendency of educators to 
change the curriculum frequently, 
saying that 90 per cent of what is 
being taught new would hold good 
for the next 20 years. Quoting a 
recent book on education which 
frowned on “slipshod moralization” 
in class, Gerling said such publica- 
tions were reprehensible. © 

A constant watch must be main- 
tained on choosing new text books, 
the superintendent said, because of 
occasional references that might 
give children a misconception of 
life. He related that he had de- 
clined to approve an excellent so- 
clology text because it said: “All 
human life is conditioned upon 
food and sex.” 


{| $9,000,000 BARLOW SUIT 
AGAINST CUBA STILL PENDING 


Claimant, Former East St. Louisan, 
Died but Lawyer Thinks Title 
May Be Fstablished. 

The lawsuit involving the §89,- 
000,000 claim of Joseph E. Barlow, 
formerly of Bast 8t. Louis, who 
died Thursday in Havana, against 
the Cuban Government for the 
seizure of 35 acres in the geo- 
graphical center of Havana, is still 
pending in the Supreme Court of 
Cuba, John J. Brennan, 8t. Louis 
attorney, who with Edward W. 
Foristel represented Barlow, says. 

Brennan said today that a con- 
ference with the personal counsel 
of President Machado indicated 
the chances were favorable for a 
decision establishing Barlow's title 
to the property. The pending suit 
grew out of an action filed by an 
adverse claimant askinhg that the 
registration of the Barlow decds 
be annulled. 

Brennan and Foristel succeedcd 
in tracing Barlow's title to the 
Spanish crown in 1742 and won a 
verdict in a lower Cuban court. 
They did not represent Barlow in 
litigation to recover a_ tract of 
land in the _ suburban town of 
Marianao. The Superior Court of 
Havana province dismissed his pe- 
tition for title to this land ,in 1930. 


JUDGE HARTMANN REVERSES 
SELF IN RECEIVERSHIP CASE 


A motion for a néw trial was 
sustained by Circuit Judge Hart- 
mann yesterday in a suit in which 
he appointed a temporary receiver 
on March 4 for the Lincoln Press, 
Inc., 6801 Soutli Broadway.

Five years later Bub- 
bling Over and Bagenbaggage ran 
one-two in the Kentucky classic to 
give the Idle Hour Farm owner his 
second “double” victory. 

Burgoo King Appears Best. 

Of the tw6 probable starters— 
Burgoo King and Brother Joe—

dertaker’s Story. 


The Federation of Improvement 
Associations, meeting Friday at 
Hotel Jefferson intends to urge an 
aldermanic inquiry into an under- 
taker’s statement that he expected 
to pay $750 to Robert J. Kratky, 
Republican politician, for appear- 
ing as an attorney before Mayor 
Miller in behalf of a recent zon- 
ing amendment bill legalizing his 
mortuary. 

Possibility of a repealer, to set 
aside the amendment, also will be 
considered by the federation. , The 
amendment was passed by the 
Board of Alderinen April 1 by a 
vote of 15 to 13. A committee of 
the federation is expected to rec- 
ommend Friday that the federation 
bring a test suit against the prac- 
tice of spot zoning. Isolated 
changes in property use districts 
constitute spot zoning, which the 
federation has opposed, 

Another proposal to be consid- 
ered by the organization is a study 
of the votes of individual Alder- 
men on the numerous spot zoning 
bills of recent years. The inten- 
tion is to make public the records 
of Aldermen in this regard. J. 
Lionberger Davis, banker, will ad- 
dress Frid&y’s meeting on “The 
Evils of Spot Zoning.” 

Wagoner’s Story. | 

The proposed investigation re. 
lates to the change of the south- 
west corner of Lafayette avenuc 
and Nicholson place from a mul- 
tiple dwelling district to an iso- 
lated commercial district. The 
Wagoner-Cotrell Undertakers had 
been opened in an old residence 
there in January, later being no- 
tified their place violated the zon- 
ing restrictions. | 

To legalize the establishment, 
the zoning amendment bill was 
put through the Board of Alder- 
men. Then Leslie C. Wagoner, a 
member of the firm, feared May- 
or Miller would not sign the bill. 
At the suggestion of a friend, Dr. 
John C. Cornell of 5425 Christy 
boulevard, Wagoner called on 
Kratky, lawyer and manager of 
Mayor Miller’s first political cam- 
paign.

Charles M. Hay’s Speech Expresses 
New Position of Drys on Prohibition 


He Met Anti-Saloon and W. C. T. U. Leaders 
Before Announcing Willingness for Vote 
on Alternative Measure.

Charles M. Hay’s willingness to 
support the submission of a liquor- 
control plan as a substitute for the 
eighteenth amendment, which he 
outlined in a speech yesterday in 
Washington, has been disclosed as 
in line with a changed attitude of 


the dry forces generally in Mis- 
souri., 
This change has been taking 


place gradually for several months, 
and has ceveloped into concrete 
sentiment since the adoption of 
the resubmission plank in the Re- 
publican State platform two weeks 
ago. 

There are differences of opinion 
among the drys as to just what 
substitute for the eighteenth 
amendment they would approve. 
However, a canvass of dry leaders 
—and of many drys who are not 
classed as leaders—has resulted in 
a showing that there is no longer 
an insistence that prohibition is a 
“closed issue.” 


Not for Vote on Repeal. 

Hay’s speech was delivered only 
after he had conferred with F. 
Scott McBride, national superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon League 
of America; P. A. Tate, superin- 
tendent of the Missouri League, and 
Mrs. Nelle G. Burger, president of 
the Missouri W. C. T. U. 

None of these executives of the 
drys is willing to have submitted 
& proposal for the outright repeal 
of the eighteénth amendment, nor 
did Hay express himself as willing 
to submit the issue in that form. 

In substance Hay says that if 
elected to the Senate from  Mis- 
souri he would vote for the sub- 
mission of an alternate plan to 
that in effect under the eighteenth 
amendment. He repeated his stand 
for the Eighteenth amendment, 
and on resubmission only went to 
the extent of saying that he would 
agree to bring about a vote to 
permit the people to decide 
whether thy preferred the Eight- 
eenth-amendment or some other 


definite plan of national control of | 


tiquor, if one could be agreed upon 
by two-thirds of the members of 
Congress. 

That may be taken as the posi- 
tion of the drys. 

Anti-Saloon League Meetings. 

The board of directors of the 
Missouri Anti-Saloon League was 
in executive session today at the 
Central Y. M. C. A., to formulate a 
definite statement of its position. 

Mrs. Burger at her home _ in 
Springfield yesterday interpreted 
Hay’s position to be that he 
would favor any other plan of 
liquor-control which would bring 
about more effective enforcement. 
She said she had “no fault to 
find with Mr. Hay’s position.” She 
added: “I am sure Mr. Hay would 
oppose a referendum on repeal. I 
am with him for a referendum on 
any plan that is superior to the 
prohibition amendment.” 

Many drys, whose activities have 
been confined principally to voting 
for dry candidates, were ques- 
tioned by the writer within the 
last week in southern and south- 
west Missouri counties, comprising 
a section which is considered ex- 
tremely dry. 

All who talked, among them be- 
ing ministers, business men and 
women, said they could offer no 
objection to another vote on pro- 
hibition. Some, expressing the be- 
lief that the eighteenth amend- 
ment would be readopted if it 
could be again submitted in its 
present form, said they would not 
oppose submission of repeal. 
Others objected to a repeal pro- 
posal, taking the position that the 
voters should be given the oppor- 
tunity to choose between the pres- 
ent law and whatever plan of reg- 
ulation the wets might propose.

He 
added, however, he was net yet 
rcady to announce its’ details in

Ford intimated that the idea he 
had been experimenting vith on 
his Dearborn farm, With Ford fac- 
tory hands, was to have men work- 
ing in the plants spend part of 
their time in small scale scientific 
farming. 

He indicated his idea would in- 
volve large factories distributing 
their wo:kels over fa-m lands, or 
providing land wi*’1in reach, on 
which, during a coniparatively 
small part of the year, they could 
raise much of the foodstuffs need- 
ed for their family tables. 
“Looking Over Flower Gardens.” 

Asked what had brought him to 
the capital, he replied. smilingly, 
that he was “just going around 
Virginia looking over some flower 
gardens.” 

He said that Mrs. Ford, a gar- 
den enthusiast, was with him and 
that they intended to drive from 
Washington to Richmond. 

Replying to inquiries whether 
he had talked over any phases of 
the economic situation with the 
Chief Executive, Ford said he had 
voiced views already familiar to 
the President. 

“Tf the people who quit business 
to go into gambling severa. years 
ago would quit that and gv back 
to work at producing something, 
they could sell all they produce,” 
he said. 

“Leave Prohibition Where It Is.” 

Ford also said he believed the 
people of the United States should 
‘leave prohibition just where it is.” 

“Prohibition,” he said, “is part 
of the Constitution. If I had my 
way I would leave prohibition just 
Where it is.” 

He declined to discuss economic

Maurice Goldblatt Thinks 
Painting Ascribed to One 
Pupil of Leonardo Is 
Work of Another, 


The picture of a young patri- 
cian lady which has hung in the 
galleries of City rt Museum in 
Forest Park for 11 years, lending 
glory to the name of Giampietrino, 
pupil of Leonardo 4a Vinci, is now 
considered by one authority to be 
the work of Andrea Salai, the fa- 
vorite pupil of the master. 

Maurice Goldblatt, Chicago art 
critic whose identification of paint- 
ings in the Lowdvre at Paris, re- 
sulted several years ago in the 
French Government decorating 
him, says the picture is by Salai, 
or Salaino, as he is also known, 
and is worth something like $40,- 
000 instead of the $9000 the muse- 
um paid for it. Even as a Giam- 
pietrino, Goldblatt says, the picture 
is now worth about $15,000, 

Meyric R. Rogers, director of 
the museum, refuses to get excited 
about the new theory. “A rose by 
any other name, you know .. .” 
He explains: “It is always a moot 
question as to which of Leonardo's 
pupils painted what pictures. We 
know that this is a very fine 
painting of the da Vinci school. 
That is all we need to know.” 

Another critic, Rogers said, re- 
cently attributed the picture to 
still another pupil of the Floren- 
tine master. Dr. Lionello Venturi 
of Paris, who visited the museuin 
several weeks ago, expressed the 


conviction it was the wark of 
Francesco Meilizi. 
Melzi and Salai were the fair- 


haired boys of Leonardo’s studio. 
When the master died he made 
Melzi executor under his. will and 
left him his books, scientific appli- 
ances, machines and manuscripts. 
To Salai he left half of his vine- 


yards. 
Until recently, Salai has been 
considered less a é fully trained 


painter than a studio assistant and 
personal attendant of Leonardo. 
Merejkowski describes him as “a 
handsome lad with innocent eycs 
and curls, the spoiled favorite of 
the master, who used him as a 
model for his angels.”’ 

If Salai has emerged from ob- 
scurity as an artist, Goldblatt is to 
be thanked for it. Starting some 
years ago with three pictures defi- 
nitely ascribed to Salai, Goldblatt 
has found, in the galleries of Eu- 
rope and elsewhere, many pictures 
which hé says have been mistaken- 
ly attributed to other pupils of 
Leonardo. The one at the St. Louis 
Art Museum is the _§sixty-cighth 
which he ascribes to Salai. 

It is the“~head and bust of a 
young woman, painted on a wood 
panel, 24 by 20 inches. The gentle 
enigmatic smile immediateiy sug- 
gests the influence of Leonardo’s 
Mona Lisa. The subject wears a 
low-cut bodice with full sleeves of 
rich orange color and a necklace 
of intricate design with Renais- 
sance ornament. Her golden hair 
hangs in minutely painted ringlets. 

A number of things lead Gold- 
blatt to attribute the picture to 
Salai. There is the hair, with sin- 
gle strands painted separately with 
exceeding care, so that under the 
microscope they appear crisp and 
wiry. There is the nose, turned 
ever so slightly to the right. And 
finally, on the upper lid of the 
right eye, there are five single eye- 
lashes. 

One or more of these character- 
istics are apparent, Goldblatt says, 
in three paintings which for hun- 
dreds of yaars have been accepted 
as the work of Salai and were 
thought to be the only examples of 
his work which had survived.

GENEVA, Switzerland, April 26. 
—A meeting of statesmen repre- 
senting the “Big Five” in the world 
disarmament conference—the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Germany—was arranged 
today for Friday, to seek a solution 
of the existing deadlock. 

The conference was made possi- 
ble after Henry L. Stimson, United 
States Secretary of State, had 
called Premier Tardieu of lrance. 
who is in Paris; and persuaded him 
to change his mind about remain- 
ing away until after the French 
elections. 

Others who will attend are Chan- 
cellor Heinrich Bruening of Ger- 


many, Foreign Minister Dino 
Grandi of Italy and Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald of Great 
Britain. 


This arrangement was made aft- 
er Stimson and MacDonald had 
failed to get Tardieu and Chan- 
cellor Bruening together today to 
seek a Franco-German reconcilia- 
tion.

The Goldsborough-Rice Bill. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Goldsborough-Rice bill, which is 

being pushed through the Hlouse, di- 
rects the Federal Reserve Board to use 
its powers to stabilize commodity prices 
at the 1921-29 level. There is grave 
doubt as to whether the powers of the 
board enable it to achieve this end. It 
is to be remembered that stabilization 
has supposedly been a duty of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System since its organiza- 
tion, although no exact level has been 
heretofore established, 

Control of credit, and thereby of. 
prices, by the Federal Reserve System, 
rests upon its ability to check or pro- 
mote expansion by use of open-market 
operations and manipulation of the dis- 
count rates. The former of these means 
employs buying or selling securities in 
the open market by the reserve banks; 
the latter, raising or lowering the interest 
rate charged to the member commer- 
cial banks for funds loaned to them. 

In a time of low prices and depressed 
business activity, such as the present, 
open-market purchases of securities in- 
crease cash in the hands of the member 
banks and individuals from whom the 
securities are bought. Theoretically, this 
causes an increase in loanable funds, 


THIS CONGRESS AND THE NEXT. 
Apropos the tax debate in the Senate, it is perti- 
nent to ask what the present Congress has to gain 
by obstructionist tactics when it is certain that the 
next Congress will be an even more popular body 
than the present. 

Federal taxation suffers from a malady common 
to taxation almost everywhere in the United States. 
That is, no serious effort has been made at Wash- 
ington for many years to apply the principle that 
all taxes should be paid according to ability. Despite 
the representations made for so long by Mr. Mellon 
and now repeated by Mr. Mills, there is a growing 
conviction that a strict policy of Federal taxation 
according to ability would promptly balance the 
‘budget and keep it balanced. 

| It is not-necessary to resort to tariffs and to 
double taxation such as the House bill proposes. It 
is doubtful. if selective taxes such as those proposed 
for automobiles, telegrams and long distance tele- 
phone calls, are actually necessary. As excellent an 
authority as Senator Couzens,, who has qualified as 
a tax expert in his personal set-to with the Treasury 
over income taxes, thinks the budget can be balanced 
by the simple expedient of taxing everybody once 
and making that once a fair and equitable applica- 
tion of the principle that each shall pay according 
to his purse. 

Clinton W. Gilbert, who wrote “Mirrors of Wash- 
ington,” expresses in Collier’s an apprehensien that 
the next Congress is going to give the country a 
good taste of mobocracy. There is no reason why it 
should do so, and if a reason remains after the pres- 
ent session of Congress, it will be because privilege 
won the tax fight. 

Some of the more realizing members of the Senate 
know this. They are doing their utmost to make 
the tax bill what it should be. They are for putting 
both income taxes and surtaxes back where they 
were when the country was at grips with a foreign 
foe and lowering exemptions to the level of 1918. 
Mr. Hoover says we are at war again. If we are, 
what could be plainer than our duty to our country? 

Mr. Couzens and his allies in both parties are for 
high estate taxes and high gift taxes. They are 
opposed to all tax-exempt securities whatsoever. 
Their answer to Mr. Mills’ prediction that high sur- 
taxes will drive the wealth of the nation into tax- 
exempt securities, itself an alibi, as the Post-Dispatch 
has shown, is not to have any tax-exempt securities. 

To make any securities exempt from taxation is a 
violation of the fundamental principle of taxation 
according to ability. The taxing powers of Govern- 


which leads to reduced interest rates, 
credit expansion, renewed production, re- 
stored purchasing power and higher 
prices. Furthermore, a lowering of the 
discount rate, which is conducive to low- 
er rates to be charged by the member 
banks, should apparently assist this 
movement, 

‘However, in such periods of wilting 
values and drooping spirits, business 
men are not sufficiently confident of the 
future to borrow funds at even the ex- 
tremely low rates at which they may be 
offered. And the commercial banks are 
extremely reluctant to make advances to 
such daring persons as may apply for 
loans, because the banks fear that re- 
turns will not be sufficient to repay prin- 
cipal and interest. 

Assuming that an increase in prices to 
the 1921-29 level is desirable, which is 
more Or less debatable on several 
grounds, it seems unlikely that the re- 
serve board will be able to effect the 
Same, in view of its relative lack of suc- 
cess in such stabilization measures as 
have been undertaken in the past, in re- 
gard to both expansion and contraction 
of credit.

A PLEA FOR THE DOGWOODS. 
Sunday the flowering dogwoods were at their best 
—and the Sunday vandals at their worst. City dwell- 
ers who motored into the hills in the morning saw 
clumps of creamy white blossoms drifting through 
the tracery of early woods green and lingering red- 
buds. If their appreciation of natural beauty was 
real and not imaginary, they reveled in the display 
along the slopes and drove on to see how many such 
spots they could find. Others, whose thoughtless- 
ness was equaled only by greed and lack of knowl- 
edge of the habits of wild shrubs and trees, desecrat- 
ed the glories of the day by breaking off limbs and 
whole branches, only to have the flowers droop with- 
in a short time. Along the roadside in the evening, 
withered branches were to be found where they had 
been tossed from returning automobiles. The sun 
went down on mutilated trees, some to die, others 
to grow out misshapen. It seemed a sad comment on 
life in Missouri that the Legislature should find 
it necessary to enact a statute forbidding despolia- 
tion of the countryside. Its need was demonstrated 
Sunday and necessity for its enforcement promptly 
declared by the St. Louis Horticultural Society. Why 
do we not content ourselves with enjoying all beauti- 
ful things in their place? 
THE ZONING EXPOSURE. 

It is not often that the veil is drawn so completely 
from the inner workings of the city hall as it has 
been in the Wagoner Case. 

In violation of the zoning law, Leslie C. Wagoner 
fitted up an undertaking establishment at Lafayette 
avenue and Nicholson place. Following a suggestion 
of Alderman Reinhardt, an amendment to the law 
Was passed by the Board of Aldermen exempting 
Wagoner’s place from its provisions. Numerous pro- 
tests were made. Elmer B. Klein, president of the 
Federated Improvement Association, called on Mayor 
Miller asking that the bill be vetoed. According to 
Mr. Klein, the Mayor gave his unqualified promise to 
veto it, saying it was contrary to public policy. 

At this point, as in so many previous cases, the 
plot was complicated by the entrance of a political 
lawyer. Wagoner went to Robert J. Kratky, the 
Mayor’s former campaign manager. Kratky assured 
Wagoner that he was not “selling influence,” adding, 
however, that “I’m a friend of the Mayor’s, and he 
usually does what I ask.” He asked for a fee ‘of 
$1000, which he later scaled down to $750. That was 
April 15. The following Tuesday, in violation of 
his promise to Klein, Mayor Miller signed the bill. 

Kratky denies Wagoner’s story, and the Mayor de- 
nies that Kratky asked him to sign the bill. Yet 
neither has explained the marvelous coincidence by 
which a bill destined for the wastebasket became law 
upon the heels of Kratky’s employment. Do Kratky 
and the Mayor think the public so naive as to muff 
the real implications of this deal? 

Nor is it the first time that Kratky has sold his 
services, ostensibly as a lawyer, in a zoning case. 
In 1927 George F. Hayden, a contractor, paid Kratky 
$600 for having the zoning law changed to permit 
Hayden to build a garage and filling station at Win- 
nebago street and Michigan avenue. An aldermanic 
committee, investigating that case, expressed: regret 
over the payment and pointed out that the bill would 
have beén drawn gratis by the clerk of the Board 
of Aldermen. 

These incidents are significantly symptomatic of 
the workings of our city government. They show 
the existence of a system, operating surreptitiously, 
by which politicians pay off obligations at the ex-

pense of and in defiance of the public interest. There 


are thousands of lawyers in St. Louis, but Wagoner | 


went to a particular one, not because, of his legal 
ability or because any legal services were involved, 
but because of his friendship and political connection 
with the Mayor. . 

We regret the signing of the Wagoner ordinance, 
but the damage done to the zoning law’ is offset by 
the exposure of City Hall methods that has ensued. 
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ANOTHER PUBLIC WORKS SILL. 


Senator Wagner of New York is still fighting for 
a bond issue to finance public works as a means of 
increasing employment. He has introduced into the 
Senate a bill calling for an issue of $1,100,000,000, for 
the construction of projects which have already been 
authorized and approved by Congress. 

This measure, which has met with ready sympathy 
by a Senate committee, is not subject to any of the 
criticisms which were urged against Senator La Fol- 
lette’s earlier proposal for a five-billign-dollar issue. 
It was argued, for instance, that the La Follette pro- 
gram would cause the hasty and wasteful construc- 
tion of carelessly placed and unnecessary undertak- 
ings. The Wagner bil], however, covers only projects 
which have been fully investigated and approved by 
Congress and which are now entirely ready for 
action. 

Senator La Follette’s bill, it was charged, would 
cause the Federal Government to embark upon activ- 
ities which were more properly within the province 
of state and municipal agencies, This objection does 
not apply to the present measure, which calls only 
for the financing of Federal projects which have al- 
ready been agreed upon. A turther contention of 
the opponents of the five-billion-dollar proposal was 
that no such quantity of bonds could be sold without 
impairing Federal credit. The fact that the Treas- 
ury’s $900,000,000 certificate issue of March 10 was 
oversubscribed three and a half times can leave no 
doubt concerning the ability of the Government to 
market the securities which would be authorized by 
the Wagner biil. 

In 1921 Herbert Hoover, as chairman of the Pres- 
ident’s Committee on Unemployment, signed a re- 
port which demanded the long-range planning of pub- 
lic works as a means of promoting business stability. 
In 1931 President Hoover signed the Wagner bill 
which created a Federal employment stabilization 
board for the purpose of carrying this plan into 
effect. The report of this board now shows that more 
than a billion dollars’ worth of public works is ready 
for execution. The law requires the President to 
transmit to Congress estimates of the appropriations 
which are necessary to finance this construction for 
the purpose of relfeving unemployment. Up to the 
present time, the President has ignored the clear 
mandate of the law. Billions have been made avail- 
able to relieve the bankers from embarrassment, but 
not one extra penny has been spent to give an idle 
man a job. The so-called reconstruction legislation, 
whatever its merits may be, has done nothing to 
create new opportunities for employment. The Wag- 
ner bill, on the contrary, would make work for hun- 
dreds of thousands of the unemployed deliberately, 
immediately and directly. 

We do not contend that it would promptly re-estab- 
lish business prosperity, but it would unquestionably 
go far toward relieving distress and stimulating a 
revival of industry. Our Government has officially 
adopted the policy of employing public construction 
as a balance wheel for business. We find ourselves 
today in the depths of depression, yet our national ad- 
ministration refuses to put into operation the policy 
which it has repeatedly approved. 3 

We wonder why. Is it because the bankers, having 
obtained the favors- which théy desired at the hands 
of the Government, can now veto all affirmative 
action which looks toward industrial recovery 
through public action? The Pfesident can quickly 
quiet this suspicion, if he will, by asking Congress 
to pass the Wagner bill. 


BRING THEM TO JUDGMENT. 


Senator Lewis deserves to be supported to the full- 
est in his proposal to bring to judgment the so-called 
“international bankers” whose foreign loan con- 
spiracies were one of the causes of the present eco- 
nomic breakdown. Describing them as nothing but 
“ordinary speculating brokers,” the Illinoisan told 
the Senate that it is an extreme national duty to 


| hold them responsible as conspirators in the system 


that has robbed the public of its money. As Senator 
Lewis pointed out, these promoters were guilty of 
two major misrepresentations: first, to the foreign 
governments which they tricked into asking for 
American loans; second, to the American people 
whom they subsequently misled into believing that 
those foreign governments had justifiable need of the 
loans. Shocking disclosures of out-and-out bribery, 
to say nothing of other improper practices, were 
brought out during the foreign loan investigation so 
ably conducted by Senator Johnson. To allow the 
perpetrators to go without so much as a reprimand 
would only strengthen the popular belief that he who 
steals a loaf of bread goes to jail, while he who 
steals a railroad becomes an honored man. Senator 
Lewis is in order. Thé people through their repre- 
sentatives should back him to the end that such 
thievery shall not again occur.

CONNECT THE CIVIC PLAZAS. 


An aerial picture in the Post-Dispatch recently 
showed graphically how fine public buildings are 
being grouped about the site of Memorial Plaza. A 
short distance to the west, the city is developing 
Aloe Plaza, opposite Union Station. 

It would be a no‘able addition to the civic center 
if the two plazas could be connected. They are only 
three blocks apart on Market street, which soon is 
to be widened to 100 feet. If an inconsiderable width 
were to be taken from the sidewalk and the roadway 
on either side of Market street and made into a 
‘parked strip, the object would be accomplished. 
Trees, shrubs and grass could be planted, giving St. 
Louis a beautiful connection between its railway sta- 
tion and its business district. | 

The city might even find it possible to buy several 
feet more on the north side of Market, between 
Fifteenth and Eighteenth streets, in working out this 
idea. Facing the esplanade at the western end would. 
be Union Station and the future new Postoffice, and 
at the east the picture would include the group of 
city structures and the new Federal buiNing and 
Municipal Auditorium. | Should the trolley company 
succeed in getting its tracks removed from widened

N an admirably lucid and informing ar- 
| ict in last Sunday's New York Times, 

Charles Merz has brought forward sta- 
tistics which set in high relief the _ real 
problem of economy in the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Using his figures, we can best 
broach the question by asking ourselves 
why it is that in 1932 the’ Federal Govern- 
ment is spending $676,000,000 more than in 
1922. This is a fair comparison, because 
the budget for 1922 contains the costs of 
the war. Therefore, we are dealing with 
an increase during a decade of peace. 

As a matter of fact, closer examination 
of Mr. Merz’s figures shows that the _ in- 
crease of peace-time expenditures has real- 
ly been greater than $676,000,000. 
1922 the service of the war debt cost $1,- 
411,000,000. By 1932, thanks to Mr. Mel- 
lon’s policy of paying off the debt rapidly 
during prosperity, the service of the debt 
has come down to $1,017,000,000. This is 
a saving of $394.000,000. Thus, in spite of 
a saving of nearly $394,000,000 on the war 
debt, the total expenditures have increased 
by $676,000,000. 

The basic question, therefore, is this: 
Why, apart from the debt, has the cost of 
the Federal Government increased more 
than a billion dollars in 10 years?

Again using Mr. Merz’s figures, we find 
by comparing the main items of cost that 
the changes in this decade have been as 
follows:

It ig interesting, I think, to make certain 
comparisons with the position in Great Brit- 
ain last year, when the British seriously 
faced,.as we are now beginning to face, the 
problem of balancing the budget. I shall 
take the figures from the so-called May re- 
port presented to Parliament last July. They 
are the figures for expenditures in 1922 and 
the original estimate for 1931. To make 
the arithmetic easier, I have converted one 
pound into-$5. This does not affect com- 
parisons.

The great difference between the two 
countries in regard to payments to individ- 
uals is that in Britain the cost of the vet- 
erans has declined, while the cost of social 
services to the whole population has_ in- 
creased, whereas in the United States the 
whole increase has gone to the veterans. In 
other words, in Britain the veterans are be- 
ing re-absorbed into the civilian population, 
whereas in the United States they are in- 
creasingly a spécially favored class apart. 

The next great item of increase in Amer- 
ican expenditure is farm relief, public 
works ahd various other subsidies. They 
account for perhaps $800,000,000 of the in- 
créase. In Great Britain during the period 
1922-31 the “great services,” which are a 
rough equivalent, increased about $400,000,- 
000. 

« * * 

But in the last analysis, it is the veterans’ 
expenditures which constitute the real dif- 
ficulty of the American budgetary situation. 
That is the chafge which ig most ominous. 
For it amounts to a quarter of the whole 
budget, and the rate of its increase is its 
particular danger. It has increased almost 
60 per cent in 10 years, whereas the Brit- 
ish war pensions have decreased nearly 50 
per cent in the same time. In Britain, the 
cost Of the veterans is a diminishing lia- 
bility; it grows less each year as the war 
recedes into the past. With us, the cost 
of the vétérans is an increasing liability as 
the political power of the veterans ad- 
vances. 

Therefore, it is on this huge expenditure 
that the country needs to focus its atten- 
tion, for it is by all odds the most impor- 
tant element in the problem. The cost of 
the national debt is arrested and will decline 
with a return to normal times. The cost 
of the national defense is almost arrested. 
The expansion of the social services and of 
public works and of subsidies presents ques- 
tions of national policy about which a de- 
mocracy is entitled to make its decisions. 
But this mounting burden of expenditures 
to «= special privileged class of voters is a 
menace not Ohly to the budget but to pop- 
ular govérnment itself.

For years the rail carriers have been sub- 
jected to rigid restrictions, which, though 
gruelling and expensive to themselves, have 
nevértheless proved beneficial in the long 
run preventing over-development of the 
industry and the dissipation of its rewards 
over too great a spread of competition. But

The railroads are regulated by both the 
state and the Federal governments.

WHITE COLLAR’ NEGRO 
PRESENTS A PROBLEM 


Urban League Secretary Dis- 
cusses Difficulties of 
This Class. 


What to do with the “white-col- 
lar colored person” is one of the 
most pressing problems confront- 
ing those interested in the ad- 
vancement of the Negro race in 
America, T. Arnold Hill of New 
York City, Negro secretary of the 
National Urban League, told a 
group of St. Louis industrial lead- 
ers and social workers at a lunch- 
eon at Hotel Jefferson yesterday. 

“Formerly all Negroes in this 
country were engaged in farming 
or domestic service,’’ Hill said, *“‘but 
this condition has  grddually 
changed until Negroes are now 
listed in every occupation given 
in the census classifications. But 
the number of openings in these 
occupations has not grown in pro- 
portion to the amount of training 
now being given. Money gifts to 
Negro educational institutions have 
increased tremendously in recent 
years and so have’ enrollments: 
consequently, we in the field = of 
social work are forced to find new 
lines of work where the educated 
Negro may be employed. 

Field of work Limited. 

“It is frequently a sad 
the way our young people view 
their future. They are .- forced 
early to recognize the limitations 
to which ‘they are subject because 
of their color. During the presi- 
dential campaign of 1928, my 
young son asked me if a Negro 
could be President. His school 
work had been rather unsatisfac- 
tory of late so, to encourage him, 
I said, yes. However, I don’t think 
he believed me because his grades 
did not improve at all. 

“A few months later, when pub- 
lic attention was attracted to the 
sinking of the Vestris, he asked me 
if a Negro could be captain of a 
ship. This represented his gradual 
realization of the limitations t -y 
possible attainments, I fully 
pected him to ask me if it > vt 
possible he could be a barber or a 
porter. 

“But I am not pessimistic. Con- 
ditions are undoubtedly improving. 
New lines of activity are opening 
up everywhere. The comment white

| people used to make that ‘Negroes 


just haven’t the capacity,’ is seldom 
heard now. I don't believe hatred 
is responsible for the failure of 
the Negro to gain employment on 
higher levels. It is simply tradi- 
tion—custom. It has been proved 
that this barrier can be broken 
down. White employers have not 
hesitated to employ Negroes as 
strike-breakers, or when economic 
conditions have forced them to seek 
workers at a lower wage scale. 

“Negroes, however, have not been 
the only offenders in the matter of 
accepting lower wages. During the 
current period of unemployment, 
in cases where Negroes have been 
replaced by white workers, the lat- 
ter have invariably accepted lower | 
Wages. - 

“One of the most disturbing | 
problems we in New York are now. 
facing is the alienation of the minds 
of Negroes by Communist agita- | 
tors from a feeling of loyalty to) 
the United States. The Negro is, 
traditionally loyal and patriotic, put | 
there is unquestionably a feeling | 
among not only ‘the ignorant, but 
the better educated, that they 
would like to ‘better our deal.’ The 
Communists realize this and are 
taking full advantage of it. We 
are asking employers everywhere 
to help us counteract this activity 
of the Communists.

Adjusting Burners in 
Homes for Combination of Nat- 
ural and Artificial Fuel. 
Natural gas mixed with manu- 
factured gas will be in general use 
in St. Louis about June 1, E. P. 
Gosling, president of Laclede Gas 

Light Co., said today. 

A mixing plant is under con- 
struction at 328 Catalan street, near 
the company’s coke plant. Mixing 
equipment also will be installed 
in the company plant at 148 Rutger 
street. The mixing will’ be con- 
trolled by automatic valves and 
the product for distribution will 
have a heat value of 800 British 
thermal units to the cubic foot 
compared with 600 in the manu- 
factured gas now in use. 

About 350 men are at work ad- 
justing gas burneérs in homes and 
other men are being trained for 
this work.

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ALDERMEN CONSIDERING 
REGULATION OF FUMIGATORS 


Committee Framing I Building Codec 
Takes Up Bill Which Was Al- - 
lowed to Die at Last Session. 
The Public Safety Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen, now fram. 
ing a new St. Louis building code, 
is considering inclusion in the code 


of measures to regulate the activi- 
ties of fumigators. 

A bill to prescribe methods of 
fumigation, introduced after the 
accidental deaths of several per- 
sons in buildings filled with poison 
gas, died in committee with the 
close of the aldermanic session two 
weeks ago. 

The bill provided for the exam- 
ination and licensing of fumigators 
and prescribed rules to prevent the 
accidental entry of-uniformed per- 
sons into buildings under fumiga- 
tion, These included requirements 
for posting the building, inform- 
ing occupants in advance of thc|, 
impending fumigation, and closing 
of the building after fumigation 
until it was safe for occupancy. The 
Public Safety Committee, after con- 
sidering the measure, recommended 
that the supervisory work be done 
by the Heaith Department, but this 
was overruled by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment  be- 
cause of lavk of funds and the 
measure was allowed to die. 

Fumigators are now examined 
as to their qualifications by a 
board before which they appear 
voluntarily, but the board lacks of- 
ficial standing and funds to carry 
on its work.
